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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that the Suzuki reference does not describe a converter having a charge pump capacitor coupled to a two transistor 
totem-pole configuration in the converter so as to drive a primary of an isolation transformer. 

As clearly stated previously, Suzuki discloses a capacitor (C1 , C2 or C3) "coupled" to a transistor totem-pole and the capacitor is 
clearly connected to one end of the primary so as to drive the primary. Capacitor C1 is clearly "coupled" to the transistors through 
conductor 31a; capacitor C2 is" coupled" to the transistors through ground and through the primary and even through C1 to conductor 
31a; Capacitor C3 is also "coupled" to the transistors through the primary and through C2 to ground and through C1 to conductor 31a. 
Therefore, the applicant's arguments bear no merit and the examiner respectfully maintians the rejections.
